ANOTHER HiniiWAY TROnt-EM 
When L. B. Jordan, cliairmnn of the In- 
terim Irpl.ilatlve committee on bus and truck 
llrensps and fees, told the statewide highway 
•itiitly committee that Idaho Is a ceneratlon 
behind with Its old fixed-fee system of taxa- 
tion, he pointed out one channel Into which 
the committee may direct much of it.i 
research. 

Chairman Jordon hellcve.s UkiI bu.'^''.'; and 
trucks .should be taxed according to the use 
they make of our hlRhwny.-;, on a ton-mile 
bn.'l.i for Instance. 

To lllu^ilrale this point, .scvcrnl hiphw.iy 
engineer,'; In whom we have ever,- eonfldenre. 
have told iik that trucks and bu.^e.i play a tar 
more Important part In our over-all hlBh- 
way problcm.s than we perhaps; rrnllze. 

In the first place, accordlnR to thc^c cnRl- 
neers, hlRhways to wlth.ntantl ordinary auto- 
mobile traffic could be built for approxim- 
ately S20,000 a mile. Roads to hold up under 
modem truck and bus traffic, however, cost 
all the way from 540,000 to SGO.OOO per mile, 
A base from ■! to 6 Inches of Rravel Is all tliat 
Is necessary to .lupport pas.-^cncrr car.f, but 
it takes 12 Inches of Rravel to hold up under 
the heavier traffic. 

Tlie new cut-off between Wendell and 
Bli.^s .-^ervc^ as a good example. If this 15- 
mlle stretch of road had been constructed to 
accommodate automobiles only, It would huvr 
co.'t around $25,000 a mile, or approximately 
$375,000. But surprlslnR as It may be. this 
rond already has cost close to $800,000 be- 
cause it was built to the fipeelficatlon.*; re- 
quired for the heavier bus and truck traffic. 
And this road isn't even finished. A 2-lnch 
oil mat mu.it be applied before the road Is 
completed and that will caai approximately 
$75,000 more. 

It is true that (rucks and buses hav 
buy a license, but the pasolinc tax money that 
actually chnnncLi Into the highway fund 
Isn't proportionate to the damage these 
vehicle,^ do to the roads. 

As one highway engineer told u.i, some of 
the truel:s now coming Into Idaho carry loads 
weighing up to -10,000 pounds, Idaho may get 
as much as 5200 a year In gas tax from auch 
n tniclc. he aitld, but tlmt .lamc tnick could 
do twice that nmount of damage to our high- 
ways In one trip during the spring when the 
roadbeds arc "soft." 

Parked In front of tlie .statehouse In Boise 
recently was a Utah truck loaded with 18 
tons of coal. Tlie operator brought along hLi 
own 50-galIon barrel of gasoline which he 
could buy at lower prices In his own state. 
We have a picture of that truck. Its load and 
the gasoline barrel in our files, demonslral- 
Infc the beating Idaho's highways take In all 
such Instances, without a penny of tax to off- 
set the wear and tear and damage done by 
auch vehicles. 

Tlierc'Il be a lot of things that will have to 
be worked out before Idaho gets on a par 
with other nearby states In matters of high 
way administration.
